JAPAN ANNOUNCES SHE 
WILL LIMIT EMIGRATION 


TOKIO, Dec. 5.—A. committee 
from the emigration agencies here 
has held a conference with Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs Hayashi, 
who arinounced, despite the’ pro- 
tests of his visitors, that the: plan 
of the Japanese Government. was 
closely to limit all emigration to 
the United States and Canada.. Kiki 
Viro Ishil, chief of the Japanese 
Bureau of Commerce, who a few 
days ago returned-from his. visit to 
the United States and Canada, 
where he was sent to investigate 
the immigration problem, said this _ 
afternoon: 

“Japanese engaged in America as 
landowners or leasers réquire a few 
of the best class of their country- 
men as laborers, but the Govern- 
ment of Japan has been limiting 
the emigration of. thig class.”’ , 











TOKIO, Dec. 5,—Baron Kogoro Taka- 
hira has unquestionably been chosen . to 
succeed Viscount Aoki as Japanese.Am: 
bassador to Washington. He ranks. as 
the ablest, perhaps, of all the a 
in the Mikado’s service. 


He -was born in 1854 ‘and entered the 
Foreign Office as.a translator in- 1876. 
Much of his service has beén in the 
United States, He was secretary of the 
Washington“ legation .frdm . 1879. until 
1884, and” Consul General at New York 
in-1891. In 1900 Viscount. Aoki, then’ Min- 
ister of Forefgn Affairs, ‘chose him for 
‘Minister to Washington, the post not 
having at that time been raised to the 
rank of an Embassy. 

Is Ambassador to. Italy. 

He played an important part in the 
work of the Portsmouth peace confer- 
ehee following the Russo-Japanese war. 
He has also held diplomatic posts in 
<orea, Holland, Denmark, Austria and 
Switzerland. He is now Ambassador to 
Italy, where he also served in 1894 and 
1895. 

In Washington he is much liked. There 
was a sentiment in Japan, however, im- 
me lately after the Portsmouth confer- 
ence, that America had urged unfavor- 
able terms upon the Mikado and many 
believed his departure in 1905 was due to 
his Government's dissatisfaction with 
his services. 

The remark attributed to him: “Amer- 
ica is the most upright and equitable of 
the powers interested in far Eastern 
questions and the most sympathetic and 
reliable friend of the just and true,’’— 
“llustrates his attitude toward the United 
States. 

Europeanize Japanese, 

Mme. Takahira, who was one of the 
earliest gradutaes of the European 
schools in Japan, has been extremely 
popular in Washington society and .is 
known in all the capitals she has visited 
as the Europeanized Japanese. 

The Hochi published an article today 
to the effect that Aoki was recalled for 
pledging Japan to Japanese anti-emigra- 
tion action by the United States. The 
Hochi's affiliation with the interests of 
the great emigration companies, how- 
ever, discount its utterances. 





WOMEN CHEER WHEN FATHER 
WINS FIGHT FOR HIS CHILD 


Judge Shields’ Court Is Scene of 
Demonstration . After 


Decision, 

When Judge Shields awarded the cus- 
tody Thursday of 8-year-old Kathleen 
~ Connor to her father on the latter’s 
habeas corpus proceedings, 20 women 
seated in the courtroom clapped their 
hands and cheered aloud. Even Judge 
Shield’s remark that it was a very sad 
case, and not one calling for applause, 
did not stop the women. 

They crowded through the rail to shake 
hands with John J.-O'’Connor,-the fath- 
er, who had wept as he testified as to 
his love for the child. 

Mrs. Mary Bates, O'Connor's di- 
voreed wife, kidnapped the girl from 
a public school she attended and hid 
her in the Sacred Heart Convent in 
Carondelet. After filing the habeas 
corpus petition, O'Connor: obtained 
possession of Kathleen, but it was ne- 
cessary to continue the proceedings 
as Mrs. Bates denies his right to the 
child under a Written agreement filed 
with thelr divorce papers in Clayton, 
that she was to have Kathleen, 

O’Connor testified that this was not 
an. agreement, but merely a mem- 





orandum, and said Mrs. ‘Bates violated 
its provisions when — she returned 
Kathleen to him five weeks after

On a charge that they sold 
daughter Marie, 16 ygars old, 
slavery, Antonio Thompson: and his wife, 
Marie Antonia, were arrested Thursday 


at the Clayton Courthouse five minutes 
after they had been awarded the custody 
of the girl,, whom they had taken from 
the Gypsy camp near Washington Uni- 
versity on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Thompson was held in default cf $500 
bond. His wife. put up that amount and 
was released. She hurried to the Aaks 
Hotel at 1915 Market street to care for 
her six children there. 

The offense is a felony under the 
State laws and the penalty.is from 
two to five years in the Penitentiary. 
Justice Werremeyer,. who ‘issued the 
warrant, based the charge on the state- 
mént ‘of Zeke Adams and his son, Peter, 
that Peter paid $500 in gold to Thomp- 
son’ for his daughter, the. payment be- 
ing made in a St. Louis County saloon. 

When* the habeas ‘corpus hear- 
ing. was. called. Judge McElhin- 
ney. dismised -.it without hearing 
arguments and awarded the _ girl 
to her parents after the defendants made 
a return in which they stated that they 
were not'the custodians of the girl and 
were not seeking to detain her in the 


vice’ of Alex. Adams, ‘King of all the 
gypsies in’ the. Unitéd “States; who ar- 
rived from Calumet, Mich.,; Thursday in 
response to a summons from his brother, 
King John. — 

King John says that the girl’ was not 
‘held as a slave at the St. epee: seounty

‘*Yes,’’ said Peter, < dark-haired boy, 
with nut-brown skin and snapping black 
eyes, ‘‘that is the man. I paid him the 
money in a big saloon near the camp, 
My gtand-uncle, Zeke Adams, the King’s 
father, gave me the money to buy a 
wife.’ I saw Marie. with her father. I 
liked her looks.and I bought her. She is 
mine and they have no right to take her 
away from me.” 

When told what the 
nephew said, Thompson 
shoulders. 

“Does a man sell his own daughter?’ 
he asked. He could not be induced to 
make a more direct denial. 


Not His. Wife, She Says. 

Marie, the ‘‘Princess,”’ sitting with her 
father and mother in the courtroom, ig- 
nored the presence of Peter Adams, who 
stood across ‘the room gazing at her 
steadily and trying to catch her eye. 
“It’s a lie,” she said. “I am not his 
wife.,”’ 

Of her life among the gypsies she 
will say little, except that she is anx- 
ious to get away from-the Adams 
tribe and return to her parents, 

Though she speaks English vol- 
ubly in telling fortunes and in reply- 
ing to.the bantering ‘questions of 
court attaches and hangers-on, she 
shakes her head and says she does 
not understand when questioned about 
her expertences during the year’ she 
has been away from her father’s home 
at Los Angeles. 

Asked about Leon. Lehan, the man 
who, acording to her father, lured her 
away, she shook her head vigorously 
and said: “I don’t know him. I nev- 
er heard of him.” 

Thompson leaned over and said a 
few short sharp words in Greek to 
his daughter. 

“O, yes, that-man; I know who you 
mean. He was married and had two 
children. I didn’t know it.” 

“Did he sell you to the gypsy?” 

A shrug was the only answer. 

Nearly every gypsy ‘from the big 
camp was.in court when the hearing 
opened. Bent and wrinkled old wom- 
en smoking long-stemmed pipes filled 
the outer corridors, 

Call Thompson an Outcast. 

The gypsies of the. Adams tribe say 
that ‘Thompson’s real name is Wimso 
Carlo and that he is a gypsy outcast, 
who makes his living by preying on 
the organized tribes. 


“This is the fourth time he has sold 
his daughter,” said King John Adams.

National headquarters of the lottery 
game are believed by the police to have 
been disclossed by the confession of 
Charles Drissell that he has been the 
distributer of $1500 worth of tickets in 
St. Louis every month from his “news 
stand” at 110 South Jefferson avenue. 

Drissell and his superintendent of city 
distribution, Camillo Kraenkel, 2905 Wis- 
consin avenue, were arrested Wednes- 
day nigi.t at the lottery agency and 
hundreds of tickets and books of the 
concern were seized. 

The police have communicated with 
the postal authorities the information 
that Drissell and Kraenkel say they re- 
ceived from a company on the Bowery, 
in New: York, monthly supplies of tick- 
ets on five different lotteries and made 
settlement for the sale of the tickets 
to this firm. 

Hid Tickets in Books. 

Kraenkel, under the guise of a book 
peddler, carried his stock of tickets 
about the city, concealed between the 
leaves of cheap publications. Hé says 
that he directed similar work of two 
other saelsmen.

Roosevelt Issues Order After 
Gov. Sparks Calls Situa- 
tion Critical. 





BOTH FACTIONS ARMED 





Guards at Idle Mines Instructed 
to Shoot Anyone Who 
‘aged 





SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 5.—Following 
the receipt of orders from President 
Roosevelt to hold troops in readiness to 
move on Goldfield, Nev., where a clash 


between idle miners and armed repre- 
sentatives of the mine owners is feared 
at any minute, Brigadier General Fun- 
ston announced today that he is pre- 
pared to forward troops on a moment's 
notice. The force he would send prob- 
ably would include the Twentietl: and 
Twenty-first Infantry, numbering about 
a thousand men. Gen. Funston is re- 
ceiving confidential reports hourly from 
Goldfield. 
Goldfield Fears Battle. 

GOLDFIELD, Nev., Dec. 5.—With 
most of Goldfield’s 1800 miners heavily 
armed, and with guards patrolling the 
workings under orders to fire on anyone 
who approaches, the cuthorities are 
facing a situation today which they fear 
will get beyond their control before Fed- 
eral troops can: reach the camp from 
California. Gov. Sparks has notified 
Washington that the miners here are “‘in 
a state of revolt and riot,” and: dis- 
patches from the capital say the Presi- 
dent has issued orders to have the [ed- 
eral troops in readiness to move.

President Henry McKinnon of the lo- 
cal branch of the Western Federation of 
Miners—a brother-in-law of W. D. Hay- 
wood, recently acquitted at Boise of 
complicity in former Gov. Frank Steun- 
enberg’s assassination—was in confer- 
ence most of the night with officers of 
the miners’ organization. 

McKinnon refuses to give out a state- 
ment, but other officials say the miners 
are determined not to be “run out” of 
Goldfield as were those in the Colorado 
camps during the trouble in the Cripple 
Creek district. 

Sheriff Ingalls, though he has not ad- 
mitted it himself, has been declared by 
the mine officials to be powerless, with 
his slender force, to maintain order. 


Employers’ Version. 

The employers say they Know threats 
to burn the town have been made. 

No secret is made by the mine officials 
of the fact that the men’s refusal to ac- 
cept scrip for their wages during the 
currency famine was taken advantage of 
to bring matters to a crisis. Their ver- 
sion is that they have been acceding to 
demand after demand of the miners; 
that one concession is merely the signa! 
for fresh aggression on their employes’ 
part and that they made up their minds 
that the fight might as well come at one 
time as at another. They assert that the 
camp is filled with miners who took 
prominent parts in the Colorado and 
Coeur d'Alene troubles. Not a mine is 
running. 


Roosevelt Orders Troops Ready. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—President 
Roosevelt issued orders yesterday to 
have Federal troops held in readiness to 
aid in restoring order at Goldfield, Nev. 
This action was taken upon representa- 
tion from Gov. Sparks that the miners 


¢} at Goldfield are “in revolt and riot.” Ne- 


vada is the one State in the Union which 
has no State militia. 

Gov. Sparks yesterday did not: deem 
the situation such as to justify immedi- 
ate Federal interference, but as one 
likely at any time -to .get. beyond. his 
control.

Sparks of’ Ne- 
vada had asked that Federal troops be 
made ready to send to Goldfield, Nev., 
he said: 

“The .minefs at Goldfield , have been 
fuir with the mine owners, and I cannot 
conceive how Federal troops ‘should -be 
necessary. 

“The miners were ‘dissatisfied at the 
cashiers’. check system. They. were 
willing to put up with the panic, how- 
ever, and offered to accept half of the 
wages in cashiers’ checks andthe other 
haif‘in gold.” . 

“I-do not believe that there ‘will be any 
disturigince in Goldfield, because the sit- 
uation there does not furnish such indi- 
cations.”

DEFENDS ITS METHODS 


Not a Monopoly, He Declares, 
but a Monument to Ameri- 
can Business Acumen. 





National control of corporations, the 
pet plan of President Roosevelt, is ad- 
vocated by John D. Archbold, vice- 
president of the Standard Oil Co., in 
an article in this week’s issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post. 

The article is a review of the com- 
pany’s resources and methods and a 
defense against the charges that it 
spies on its competitors or otherwise 
treats them unfairly, and raises prices 
to the American consumer in order to 
recoup losses on foreign trade. 
The charge of rebating is not spe- 
cifically denied in the article. The 
writer mentions the repeated assertion 
that the success of the company has 
been due to acceptance of railroad re- 
bates and other unfair methods, and 
not to its enterprise and economic 
achievement.- He then dismisses the 
rebate matter by disavowing a purpose 


‘to discuss any of the Issues now pend- 
ing in the courts.”’ 

After declaring that “the policy of 
silence which the compa maintained 
for so many years; amid the misrepre- 
sentations which assailed it, was a mis- 
taken policy,’’ and should have been 
abandoned earlier. Mr. Archbold writes: 

“Those whose lives have been spent 
in the industrial arena have jearned 
the impressive lesson that commerce is 
a struggle. The company claims that 
its commercial efforts have been fairly 
mnade and its commercial victories fair- 
ly won; that its profits have been the 
legitimate reward of its industry and 
enterprise and realized in the face of 
continuous competitive conditions the 
world over. It confesses itself unable 
to anticipate the altruistic trade poli- 
cles and relationships of an Arcadia, 
and cannot in its ramified operations 
aiways find it possible to follow the 
mild pathways suggested by others for 
its guidance. 

“It is usually alleged that whefiever 
the Standard, for whatever reason, ad- 
vances its prices, it is oppressing the 
consumer, and when if, on the other 
hand, it lowers its prices, it is then 
oppressing its competitors. 

“Very rarely has a bankruptcy been 
reported among the competitors of the 
Standard. They are apparently main- 
taining a prosperous independence and 
employing not less than $100,000,000 of 
capital. Either, therefore, the Stand- 
ard’s policy toward its comopetitors 
cannot have been vindictive, or the 
competitors have flourished [{n spite of 
the Standard’s alleged vindictiveness. 

Wil Watch Competitors. 

“The company has been persistently 
criticised for its se-called espionage 
upon the operations of its cempetitors. 
It is very doubtful if it knows more 
ef the affairs of its competitors than 
its competitors know of its affairs, but 
it certainly has been, and wili continue 
to be, the policy of the company to learn 
all it legitimately can of its compet- 
iters’ progress in the home markets, 
and it has been, and will continue te 
be, the company’s aim abroad to learn 
#ll that it legitimately can of the prog- 
ress of its Russian, Roumanian, Gali- 
clan, Dutch Indtes and other foreign 
competitors. These industries, more- 
over, are equally well informed of the 
\narketing progress and policy of the 
company.” 

Regarding the company’s capitaliza- 
tion ahd earnings, he says: 

“Had the Standard Oil organization 
2% years ago anticipated its prosperity 
and capitalized its future after the man- 
ner of many industrial and railroad en- 
terprises of the current era, it would 
nave escaped much hostile cavil and 
criticism. * 

“Had the capital been fixed at $500,- 
000,000 in 1882, and had 1 ‘or 2 per cent 
dividends per annum been earned and 
declared in the early years, and had 
these dividends been gradually increased 
£8 assets and commerce expanded. to, 
say, 8 per cent in 1907 (the equivalent 
of 40 per cent on the present par value 
of the shares), littl comment would 
have been aroused. It is the precent- 
age of dividend on the present capital- 
ization that appears excessive, and not 
the percentage of dividend on the actual 
assets and multiplied volume of business 
resulting from a quarter of & century 
of industry and enterprise.” 


Controls One-Sixth of Out-Put. 
The company, he states, owns and 
controls about one-sixth of the United 
States’ production, and derives all pro- 
aqueing profits from that quantity. 
Whenever any locality seems to con- 


sume too little oll, he rélates, the sale 
of cheap lamps and wicks is “forced’’ 
in that locality. Recently the company 
shipped to China half a million lamps 
to be sold at 10 cents each or less, and 
750,000 very cheap lamp chimneys. 

The writer names the chief foreign 
competitors of the company, the first 
combining Russian and Reumanian in- 
terests, under the guidance of German 
banks, the second an English and Dutch 
combination to control the preduct of 
the Dutch Indies, and the third the 
Burmah Ol Co., whose monopoly in In- 
dia the Standard has tried vainly, and 
is still trying, to break. 

“It has certainly never been the pol- 
icy or practice of the Standard,” he 
writes, “‘to market its preducts abroad 
at a loss and attempt to recoup this 
loss by raising its price te the home 
buyer.” He admits that the company 
might conduct a forel trade at a 
temporary loss, in. the pe of future 
prefit. 

“Treated Labor Liberally.” 

He says the company has treated la- 
bor liberally, and has provided for its 
employes with a pension system. 
wt State and interstate commerce he 
writes: 

“Not only dees the crossing 1. State 
frontier create interstate commerce 
with its endless, if needful, regulations, 
but each State may have a corperation 
law differing widely from that of its 
sister states. The embarrassments thus 
created are well known to all endeaveor- 
ing to transact business concurrently al! 
over the country. The company is per-

in‘ most cases, but.in general terms, it is also 
popular. Many people who have no knowledge of 
the law are most vociferous in demanding its en- 
forcement. In the abstract all laws should be 
enforced. In the concrete the enforcement of all 
laws would put a majority of the people under 


laws and laws, and, naturally enough, many of 
hem are unobserved. 

Legislators in all countries are so fond of mak- 
ing new laws that they have no time for the re- 
peal of old ones, and so it has happened that on 
many notable occasions in the history of the 
world, mankind, by wars or by far-reaching agi- 
tation, has reverséd the usual processes of the 
lawgivers and wiped out old laws and customs 
which otherwise would have endured forever. 

As applied to law-making, there is a destructive 
statesmanship as truly as there is a constructive 
statesmanship. The human race has gained as 
much by the repeal as it has by the be-it-enacted 
process. Old wrongs as well as new wrongs may 
be embedded in law. It follows, then, that the 
indiscriminating cry of “Enforce the laws!’’ may 
not be so wise and just as a mot. many people 
think it is. 

Many laws are not enforced. There has been 
no attempt, for example, to enforce the national 
banking law of late. It could not be enforced 
without inflicting stupendous injury upon the 
country. There never was a time when other 
seemingly important national laws were not ig- 
nored for one reason or another. 

In the states and cities of America laws are so 
numerous that if an attempt were made to put 
them all into effect at once ordinary industry 
would be suspended and life would become almost 
intolerable. It is the same in the church and 
in society.. If their laws were strictly enforced, 
both church and society would fall to pieces. 
who would govern men must know men, and to 
know men he must be a man himself.
